Dorothy Perkins is a splendid, new, climbing rose. In foliage and habit of growth it is re- 
markably like Crimson Rambler ; the flowers are very double, of good size and are borne in clusters of 
ten to twenty, the clusters being borne in racemes of three to five, thus often making a group con- 
taining fifty to sixty blossoms upon a singlesmall branch. The petals are very prettily rolled 
back and crinkled ; buds remarkably handsome; the color isa clear shell-pink and holds a long 
time without fading; very sweetly scented. It has been found by prominent florists to be a splen- 
did forcing variety. A bed of ‘‘ Dorothy Perkins” roses which we exhibited at the Pan-American 
attracted an immense amount of attention, although the plants were young stock which had been 
propagated only some eightee1. months previous. Mr. William Scott, the Ass’t Sup’t of Horti- 
culture, expressed in the ‘‘ Florists’ Review’’ the following unsolicited opinion regarding 
the variety: ‘‘ Messrs. Jackson & Perkins Co., of Newark, N. Y., sent us last year some plants of 
their new Rambler Rose, ‘Dorothy Perkins’. This has exactly the habit of the well-known 
Crimson Rambler. They did not make quite as vigorous a growth, but have flowered splendidly 
and have been very brilliant. This seems to me to be a great acquisition, and | believe it to 
a good forcing rose. The individual flower is larger than the Crimson Rambler with not such 
heavy trusses, but it is a beautiful shell-pink in color.”
